Harris Knocks Plan 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — David Harris, whose marriage 
to singer Joan Baez went on the rocks while he was in prison 
for draft resistance, said Thursday that President Ford’s 
amnesty plan should have condemned the Vietnam war. 
“We wasted the lives of 50,000 young Americans, crippled 
another 100,000 and sent God knows how many home strung 
out on heroin with their minds twisted in patterns they’re 
still trying to escape,” the peace activist said. 
Americans died for nothing in Vietnam, he said, “and the 
only honest thing for the government to do is admit to that.” 
Fonda Feels Great 
NEW YORK (UPI) — “I feel like a million dollars, and 
now I’m just going to loaf for awhile,” said actor Henry 
Fonda, back in New York after completing a tour of several 
cities performing in “Clarence Darrow,” a one-man play 
based on the career of the famous Chicago criminal lawyer. 
Fonda, 68, was hospitalized last April from what what was 
called “total exhaustion” and had to pull out of his role as 
Darrow while the play was on Broadway. 
“ I haven’t had a day off in several years, and now I’m just 
going to sit around until the end of October,” the 68-year-old 
actor said Thursday night while attending the premiere of 
Liv Ullmann’s new film, “The Abdication.” 
Fonda said in November he is scheduled to film a pilot 
television show based on an as yet unselected Darrow case 
for possible expansion into a network series. 
Newspapers Hailed 
COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. (UPI) - M. W. Armistead 
III, the new president of the Southern Newspaper Publishers 
Association, thinks young people should spend more time 
reading newspapers and less time watching television to find 
out w'hat’s happening in the world. 
“There is an alarming trend among young people today to 
rely solely on news from the broadcast m edia,” Armistead, 
president of Landmark Communications Inc. of Norfolk, 
Va., said Wednesday after he was installed as the associa­ 
tion’s president at the group’s annual meeting. 
“I’m not knocking the broadcast m edia,” Armistead said. 
"They have a role to play. But newspapers are still the basic 
source of information about what is going on in the world.” 
Laird Is Worried 
KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) — Former U.S. Defense 
Secretary Melvin Laird is worried about the flow of free 
world money into the Middle East. 
Speaking to the National Newspaper Association, Laird 
said Thursday that $600 billion will transfer to the Middle 
East in the next six years. 
“That s three times the total money reserves of the entire 
free world block,” he said. “Six hundred billion dollars is 
more than enough to buy every share of stock on the New 
York Exchange and that’s when it was at the level of 750.”

“At the time of the signing 
of the contracts they were 
profitable (to C o a sta l),” 
Wyatt said. “The reason for 
the

reasons and no other.” 
Coastal and Lo-Vaca have 
been curtailing deliveries to 
Austin, San Antonio and the 
Lower

Ford Seeks Budget Slash

Cotton Grades 
Continue Lower 


Cotton grades dropped a 
little lower at the USDA 
Cotton Classing Office in 
Dallas as continued poor 
weather adversely affected 
the cotton crop, according to 
Roy W. Gilreath, officer in 
charge. 
Samples classed during 
the week totaled 13,790. This 
brought the seasonal total to 
28,853, 
according 
to 
A gricultural 
M arketing 
Service reports. For 
the 
week, samples from 
1500 
bales ginned in Collin County 
were classed, bringing the 
season’s total to 1946 from 
here. 
Grade 52 accounted for 37 
percent of the sam ples 
compared to 32 percent the 
previous week. Grade 42 was 
next at 24 percent, compared 
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to 28 percent previously. 
Grade 53 accounted for ll 
percent of the samples and 
grade 41, nine percent. Bark 
caused a grade reduction for 
two percent of the samples. 
Two staple lengths ac­ 
counted for over 90 percent 
of the samples. These were 
staple 30, 70 percent and 
staple 31, 22 percent. Staple 
32 accounted for five percent 
of the samples.

When Nelson Rockefeller 
was first nominated to be 
vice president, there was 
some feeling that it might be 
in the national interest to 


waive the requirement in his 
case. 
This feeling was based on

expectation 
that 
R o ck e fe lle r’s finan cial 
statement would show he 
owned a controlling interest 
in the whole USA. 
Which would add an entire 
new dimension to the conflict 
of interest question. 
Divesting Rockefeller of 
such holdings would mean 
selling half of the United 
States. And only Arab oil 
potentates have that kind of 
money. 
So, 
in 
order 
for 
Rockefeller to become vice 
president, majority control 
of the nation’s resources

would pass to the Middle 
East. 
That fear, however, was 
soon dispelled by other, 
more clearheaded financial 
analysts. 
They pointed out that if 
Rockefeller owned 51 per 
cent of the country, it ob­ 
viously would be impossible 
for him to have a conflict of 
interest —for he would only 
be in conflict with himself. 
After days of discussions 
along this line, imagine 
everyone’s 
astonishment 
when word got out 
that 
Rockefeller had filed a 
p relim in ary 
statement 
estimating he was merely 
worth a paltry $33 million. 
Could it be that a personal 
fortune reputed to amount to 
$300 million had dwindled to 
the point where Rockefeller 
was down in the common run 
of millionaires? 
As 
one 
flabbergasted 
financial analyst put it, 
“ With 
$33 
million, 
Rockefeller 
would 
rank 
somewhere between Frank 
Sinatra and Evel Knievel.” 
What happened to the 
other $267 million? Had 
Rockefeller turned into a 
wastrel? And, if so, did he 
blow it all in one place? 
The darkest interpretation 
that has been placed on the 
shrinkage is that it reflects 
what has happened to the 
national 
economy 
as 
a 
whole. 
If that be true, the rest of 
us are worth only about $32 
million all put together, or 
approximately 
15 
cents 
apiece. 
Perhaps 
Rockefeller’s 
final accounting will revise 
the figure upward. Mean­ 
while, a few Arabic lessons 
might be advisable.

He won 
his Oscar for “ Patton” and 
feels he doesn’t want to 
cover the same ground.

Scott 
retiring 
without playing a favored 
role? 
“ Yes,” he said. “ I ’ve 
always wanted 
to

‘M acBeth.’ If s too late 
now.” 
An introvert who has over­ 
come a drinking problem, 
Scott will not miss the 
adulation and public com­ 
motion that goes with the 
acting territory. 
“ I always found it op­ 
pressive,” he said.

makes me uncomfortable. It 
has a separating effect 
which makes the actor more 
and more isolated.

ABC’s Monday Night foot­ 
ball with his irreverent style 
of sportcasting, will be back 
in the booth next week, but 
his future with the network 
may be in doubt because of 
his association with a sports 
tip sheet. 
In Houston, Tom Vance, a 
spokesman for Karras, said 
that the former Detroit Lion 
had terminated his con­ 
nection with the seasonal 
weekly, 
“ Alex 
K arras’ 
Winning Action,” in July 
when the ex-lineman was 
being considered for a job by 
ABC Sports. 
“ They just bought his 
name, like any other en­ 
dorsement” said Vance in a 
telephone interview. “ He 
had nothing to do with it. He 
couldn’t pick a team if his 
life depended on it.” 
However, unusually well­ 
inform ed 
broadcasting 
sources said Karras’ future 
has become clouded with 
ABC Sports because of the 
ex-player’s connection with 
the tip sheet on professional 
and college football games. 
Although these sheets are 
certainly not illegal, they are 
often used by gamblers for 
wagering. 
“ ABC is studying his in­ 
volvement in 
the 
sheet 
before making 
any 
final 
decisions,” the source said. 
Boone Arledge, head of ABC 
Sports, was unavailable for 
comment. He is expected to 
make his decision on Karras 
after next Monday’s game, 
according to a spokesman 
for ABC Sports. 
Karras was suspended 
from playing pro football 
during the entire 1963 season 
for betting on games. 
Last week, the chunky 
Karras 
was 
chosen 
to 
replace Fred “ The Ham­ 
mer” 
Williamson 
as 
the 
third sportscaster on the 
highly successful 
Monday 
night game. The other mem­ 
bers of the team are Frank 


Gifford and Howard Cossel. 
Williamson failed to impress 
the network or critics with 
his boastful 
commentary. 
A 
spokesman 
at 
the 
National 
Football 
League 
said he was aware of Karras’ 
association with “ Winning 
Action” last year, but said 
he had been advised that 
Karras had divested himself 
of any interest in the tout 
sheet this year. 
However, Karras’ name 
was 
carried 
on 
the 
publication’s masthead on 
the first two weekly issues of 
this football season. 
Jack Cohen, the publisher 
of the tout sheet, said Karras 
name would have been with­ 
drawn sooner but the ad­ 
vance printing of cover for 
the first two editions made it 
impossible to withdraw his 
endorsement. 
“ He just let us use his 
name,” Cohen said, “ and he 
has never actually been in­ 
volved with it.” 
Cohen also said Karras 
had asked to be let out of his 
contract in July and the 
agreement to terminate his 
association with his firm was 
“ more or less” finalized last 
week.
